THE BACKWASH OF THE STRIKE 


at Newcastle is carrying some of the masters off 
their logical legs, if we are to judge by the extra- 
ordinary misunderstanding of the question still ex- 
hibited in certain local journals which are popularly 
supposed to represent the opinions of employers. 
The worst of it is that, when people get. **unsteady 
on their pins, they are apt—first, to cluch at some- 
body for the purpose of balancing themselves, and 
then to commence a round of abuse against the same 
person for not holding them up. This is just what 
is being done by the reputed organ of the masters in 
Newcastle, which devotes itself to an attack on Mr. 
С. R. Stephenson, to whose letter to his men on the 
Subject of the strike constant reference has been 
made for authoritative arguments, his position during 


the contest having been that of confidence between 


his workmen and himself. 

The recent results of the strike at Newcastle have 
reached an almost national importance, and they will 
be referred to in any disputes likely to arise in other 
manufacturing industries, so that the example of 
mutual reliance and good feeling which was repre- 
sented by the mutual relation between workmen and 
employers in the large factory in South-street will be 
quoted as an instance which it would be well to keep 
in mind. The temper displayed by some of the.

` question is not calculated to maintain a cordial rela- 


tionship, even under the new conditions. They have 
still a grudge against the compromise, and are ready 
to attack it, indirectly, by assailing the master who 
refused to “ lock out," and the men who refused to 
‘go out." Such is the strange inconsistency which 
now threatens to renew the ill-feeling that it had 
been hoped was allayed by a hearty acceptance of 
the compromise on both sides. 
Far less reasonable than the men of the League, 
. who demanded the reduction of the hours of labour, 
but who distinctly recognised the force of Mr. 
` Stephenson's letter and its influence on his men, the 
masters who speak through their special organ are 
` ` recklessly charging others with inconsistency, while 
by their renewed cavilling they are preparing for 
future opposition. But for the lack of a genuine 
display of sympathy between maste:s and men, the 
agitation for the reduction of the number of working 
hours might have remained a merely tentative demand. 
As it was, it became a movement of almost Imperial 
interest. Nearly alone among the large engi- 
neerivg factories of the north, the workmen of Robert 
Stephenson and Co., mindful of the friendly readi- 
ness to listen to their representations which had 
always been displayed by the managing head of the 
- firm, sent up their delegates to request what other 
delegates had demanded. They were met in tho 
same spirit, and, ina judicious and moderate letter, 
cogent reasons were given for refusal; while

INCREASE OF SMALLPOX. 

Ат A MEETING ОҒ THE METROPOLITAN ASYLUMS 
Волво, оп Saturday, the Hampstead Hospital com- 
mittee reported that during the past fortnight 126 
fresh cases of smallpox have been admitted, sixteen 
have died, and sixty-one been discharged, leaving 
190 under treatment, as against 141 at the date of the 


last report. The total number treated up to the 


present time has been 5822, of whom 1089 died, and 
4543 have been discharged. It will thus be seen that 
the number of fresh cases has been eighty per cent 
higher during the previous fortnight than in that 
preceding, and has exceeded the vacancies caused by 
discharges and deaths by forty-nine. This, the com- 
mittee state, has rendered necessary the immediate 
re-appointment of a second assistant medical officer. 
The committee feared that, from present ap neces, 
the whole of the accommodation which can be 
afforded will be called into requisition during the 
forthcoming winter. r

PRUSSIAN PROSPERITY. 


A PRUSSIAN correspondent notices the increased 
vitality in the commercial and industrial enterprises 
of Germany which has taken place since the conclu- 
sion of peace. The impetus given to commerce has 
led to a complete mania for the establishment of 
8 companies, and this he regards as a de- 
cidedly healthy sign of the times. The movement 
opened with the establishment of new banks, and 
these no sooner began ‘‘to live and breathe’’ than 
they created an unlimited number of other com- 
panies. Five or six months have elapsed, and there 
are no signs of exhaustion. In less than a fortnight 
the Berlin Excha»ge and kindred establishments at 
Frankfort, Breslau, Hamburg, and other cities, have 
“been expected to take up shares amounting to 
something like #10,000,000, and, although coming 
close upon many similar calls, the expectation has, 
we are assured, been answered to a large extent. The 
secret of this enterprise appears to be that the savings 
of the country are considerably in excess of what the 
were а few — ago, = the Да. of the sm 
capitalists with regard shareholding companies 
13 diminished.

One of 
them, sceing the great activity which prevailed, said 
to me, ‘Surely, England is preparing for war?’ I 
answered him in the words of the well-known axiom, 
If a nation wishes for peace, it must always be 

pared for war' (Cheers). It is frequently said 


‘that England has not the talent for the organisation 
and administration of an army—that we are blunder- 


ing and behindhand in military matters, I have been 
the more surprised at this remark, because Банат 
has taken ап active, honourable, and successful part 
in several recent wars, and this notwithstanding the 
serious difficulty which we always have to encounter 
at the outset in conveying our army across the sea. 
And have we not established great colonies and 
created an empire in India by the success of our arms 
in war? I am at a loss to understand this charge of 
military incapacity, and I emphatically deny it 


(Cheers). But I believe the nation’s strength de- 


pends even more upon the national character than 
great armies, and I see in the volunteer movement а 
sure sign of the spirit which you have inherited from 
your fathers, It is a mistake to say that the officers 
of the regular Army do not sympathise with you and 
value your assistance, though they may see defects 


in you which are not obvious to yourselves. You 


may not have the time to become thoroughly efficient ; 
but, on the other hand, I think it is quite possible 
that the regular soldier has too much, and that he 
might take a lesson from you, and learn in his leisure 
hours some of the useful arts in which you are daily 
engaged. As far as my experience extends, standing 
in this arsenal, where the munitions of war are made, 
and in the presence of the men who make them, I 
say that England was never better prepared for war 
than at the present moment’’ (Cheers).

THE DOGS OF ST. BERNARD. 
Turse dogs are (says the Swiss Times) becoming 


‘more and more 4 la mode; everywhere there is a 


demand for them. It will be remembered that a 
Swiss dog-fancier, M. Schumacher (brother of Major 
Schumacher) obtained at Paris the first grand prize. 
At Cannstadt. and at the time of the Wurtemberg 
Exhibition the King familiarly entertained himself 
with the Swiss competitors, and examined with 
attention the dogs furnished at the collar with the 
traditional supply of cordials, patting, and at the 
same time suffering himself to be patted by, the 
principal animals, The Swiss expositors obtained on 
that occasion two grand prizes and diplomas. This 
renown has procured the St. Bernard breed un- 
paralleled favour. People are buying in all parts of 
Europe, even to the borders of the Atlantic (as we 
ourselves have lately seen at Lisbon), the dogs of St. 
Bernard. Berne appears to be, according to those 
well up in dog-fancying, the only place which has 

reserved the purity of the breed. Some people will 
have it that those of the Valais—nay, even those of 
St. Bernard itself—are nothing more than cross- 
breeds. However this may be, we have here a novel 
kind of business, of which nobody ever dreamt a few 
years ago. 


THE AQUARIUM AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE 


On the 10th inst, a soirée, numerously attended by 
shareholders and their friends, was held in the Tropical 
Department of the Crystal Palace, for the purpose of 
celebrating the completion of the aquarium. 


PROFESSOR OWEN 


and Mr, Frank Buckland were present, and each, in 
turn, made a few remarks appropriate to the occasion, 
The learned professor, having first glanced at the 
services which the palace had rendered to the science 
of ethnology by exhibiting the collection which had 
been prepared by Mr. Waterhouse Hawkins, pro- 
ceeded to point out, very humorously, the advantages 
that might be expected from the now complete 
aquarium. The whole of the molluscous family, at 


present so unpopular, mainly because so little uuder- 


stood, would become everyday acquaintances. In 
the aquarium they could be contemplated from 
the germ upwards; and this they owed to the 
zeal, ability, and perseverance of Mr. Lloyd, 
who more than any man whom he knew ful- 
filled Mr. Gladstone's injunction as to self-reliance, 
Mr. Lloyd had for our amusement and instruction 
made mere lumps of amorphous jelly instinct with 
life and individuality. Не had developed for us the 
full grace and dignity of the lobster, who, as now 
seen in his watery home, could hardly be recognised 
by those who had previously known him only in his 
boiled condition. Amid general laughter and ap- 
plause, the learned professor dilated at some length 
on the grace and dignity of the live lobster, who, he 
said, looked like a knight in panoply of proof as he 
strode across the bed of the aquarium. Then there 
was the rack lobster, whose climbing powers indi- 
cated him to be a rival of Professor Tyndall, and a 
worthy candidate for the honours of the Alpine Club. 
They could study the ways and habits of the cuttle- 
fish, whom they might recollect Addison had ence 
used in a witty comparison, comparing a writer whose 
stupidity puzzled him to the cuttle-fish, who shed ink 
only to make himself more obscure. After a few ob- 
servations in the same strain, Professor Owen gave 
place to 
MR, FRANK BUCKLAND, 


who took the utility view of piscatory topics. He 
promised his auditory that the knowledge which 
they would acquire by a careful study of the 
aquarium would at some future cay enable them to 
get at fourpence apiece that for which they now paid 
ten shillings. (This announcement elicited loud cries 
of ** Hear, hear’’ from the company.) In the matter 
of salmon he promised them equally gratifying re- 
sults. By simply giving the salmon some facilities 
for leaping the weir, he had created a lucrative 
fishery for a young lady of his acquaintance ; and he 
could tell them that in Prussia great efforts were 
being made in a similar direction. The Prussians 
were about to cultivate the Rhine, a river of 950 
miles in length, and traversing a basin of 79,000 
square miles. Му. Buckland next dilated on the 
enormous production of fish, and riveted the attention 
of his audience by detailing his experience in the all 
important whitebait question. What whitebait really 
was nobody exactly knew; but a dish of it, on being 
carefully examined, would be found to contain sprats, 

oung herrings, and a large proportion of stickle- 

acks. А slight shudder passed through the audience 
at this announcement; but their general equanimity 
was restored when he stated that oysters 1night once 
more Бе hoped for at eigh ce a dozen, provided 
only that the cultivators kept the spat in an even 
temperature of from sixty to seventy degrees, Finally, 
Mr. Buckland recommended his bearers to read the 
famous“ Bridgwater Treatises,” especially that which 
had been contributed by the late Dean Buckland, At 
the termination of Mr. Buckland's remarks, Dr.

Hard-wooded plants in the greenhouse must have as 
much air as the weather will allow, and as little water 
as possible as we may soon expect severe frosts. 
The thermometer should not descend below 38 deg. 

Soft-wooded plants will be subject to mildew if 
the house is at all damp, and must have fire-heat 
during foggy as wellas during weather. Shift 
any specimen plants that are in need of in 
root-room. ` eriostemons, and ericas must 
have air at every opportunity, and, if forced with other 
flowering shrubs, must have the coolest place in the 
forcing pit, and be very gently stimulated. Green- 
house temperature 40 deg. to 45 deg.
